Towards Ending Inter- 
locking Directorates. 


PUBLIC BE PLEASED 
V. PUBLIC BE DAMNED 


Men of Affairs Have Decid- 

ed to Line Up With Spirit 
of Times, Says Interna- 
tional Banker. 


New York, January 2.—-The with- 
drawal today. of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
from more than a score of great cor- 
porations and the statement shortly 
afterwards by George F. Baker, an 4l- 
most equally dominant figure in 
American finance, that he soon would 
take similar action, gave Wall streét 
generally a thrill that almost brought 
trading on the stock exchange to a 


halt. 

While it probably is true that many 
prominent bankers had information 
foreshadowing this momentous move 
toward ending interlocking directo- 
rates, the public and brokers had no 
advance knowledge of what was tak- 
ing place in the inner councils of the 
greatest of all American houses of fi- 
nance. Wherever telephone and ticker 
flashed the news about the _ street, 
groups of men gathered to discuss 
what was the all-absorbing topic. 

Mr. Murgan, departing from his 
firm’s traditional policy of silence, 
made a public statement announcing 
the withdrawal of five members of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. from the director- 
ships in twenty-seven corporations and 
thegintention to withdraw from more. 

Statement by Morgan. 

J. P. Morgan made this statement: 

“The necessity of attending many 
board meetings has been so serious a 
burden upon our time that we have 
long wished to withdraw from the 
directorates of many _ corporations. 
Most of these directorships we have 
accepted with reluctance and only be- 
cause we felt constrained to keep in 
touch with properties which we had 
reorganized -.or whose securities we had 
recommended to the public, both here 
and abroad. kas 

“An apparent change tn public sen- 
timent in regard to directorships seems 
now to warrant us in seeking to re- 
sign from some of these connections. 
Indeed, it may be, in view of the 
change in sentiment upon the subject, 
that we shall be in a better position 
to serve such properties and their se- 
curity holders if we are not directors. 
We have already resigned from the 
companies mentioned and we expect 
from time to time to withdraw from 
other boards upon which we feel there 
is no special obligation to remain.” 

Baker to Withdraw. 


Mr. Buker announced his intention 
to withdraw in response to a question 
whethei he intended to follow the ex- 
ample of the Morgan firm. 

“J intend to get out as a director of 
all the companies that will let me,” 
said he. “As a matter of fact, I have 
been beginning to do so for the past 
two years.” 

The connections between Mr. Baker 
and the Morgan firm, and especially 
with the iate J. P. Morgan, generally 
were regarded as being’so close that 
it is believed their common dicision 
regarding withdrawal from interlock- 

. ing directorates was reached as the re- 
sult of concerted action. There was 
no evidence that any general agree- 
ment had been reached among other 
leading f'nanciers of Wall street. It 
wa: predicted, nevertheless, by men in 
Wall street that the day’s events were 
prophetic ef the endinggeof the system 
of interincking directorates, which has 
been attacked bitterly for years and 
recently by members of the present 
Washingtun administration and mem- 
bers of congress who have been fight- 
ing What they termed the ‘money 
trust.” That part of Mr. Morgan's 
statement in which he spoke of “an 
apparent “change in public sentiment 
in regard to directorships,” was re- 
ferr tu as a sign of the times. One 
internatisnal banker had this to say:

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ARRESTED IN BANK 
ON FORGERY CHARGE 


Telegram Addressed to the 
Lowry National Bank Cre- 
ates Suspicion, and P._ J. 
Sandusky Is Now in fail. 


Two Burns detectives stood from the 
opening hour until late yesterday aft- 


fernoon at the cashier’s window of the 


Lowry National bank. About 3 o’clock 
a trim, well-dressed youth appeared 
at the windoW and attempted to cash 
a draft for $200. -The clerk glanced 
at the draft then nodded to the Burns 
men. 

Immediately the youth was put under 
arrest. He was carried to police head- 
quarters and charged with forging a 
bogus telegram to the president of the 
Lowry Nationad, in an effort to ¢ash 
the alleged bogus draft. The police 
assert he confessed, breaking down in 
tears, while being examined in Chief 
Lanford’s office. 

The boy‘s name was given as P. J. 
Sandusky, alias G. C. Williams. He is 
only 17 years old. He is said to come 
from Camilla, Ga., where his parents 
reside. lie will later be carried to 
Macon, 

When the telegram was received, ap- 
parently from the American National 
sank in Macon, suspicions were 
ere It is said by detectives to 
have been written in Sandusky’s hand 
and to be an exgéllent forgery. Upon 
receipt of the message, authorities 
communicated with the Burns forces 
and the two detectives were stationed 
at the window with the arrest as a 
result. 

Will Be Taken to Macon. 

Macon, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—

arrested in Atlanta on a charge of 
forgery, will be brought back to Ma- 
con tomorrow to stand ‘trial in the mu- 
nicipal court here, a deupty § sheriff 
having already gonerto take him* in 
charge.

Councilman Claude L. Ashley, chair- 
man of the sanitary committee, told 
the board that his observations at the 
plant convinced him that the machin- 
ery is not what it should be. He ad- 
mitted that the plant made a great 
showing during the past week, but he 
explained that he was not certain that 
the plant was in physical condition to 
make a test. The grate bars, he said, 
were burned out four months after 
the plant started, whereas they should 
last at least twelve or fourteen months. 
Councilman Ashley also criticised the 
auxiliary macninery, the cranes and 
the boxes. He said that when both 
cranes are at work the dynamo is over- 
loaded more than 108 per cent. He also 
criticisea the plant because, he said, 
half incinerated carcasses came from 
the furnace.

U. S. WILL INTERVENE, 
‘SAYS THE SPECTATOR 


London, January 3.—The Spectator 
tod declares that the pressure of 
public opinion in all the rest of the 
world soon will force the United States 
to intervene in Mexico. The article 
declares President Wilson made a mis- 
take in not assuming that President 
Huerta would be the strongest force 
with which to bring about peace in 
Mexico, and in supporting him accord- 
ingly; but it adds that it understands 
perfectly the reasons why Mr. Wilson 
did not adopt this course. 

“Instead,” the article says, “he did 
what, with all respect, we must say 
was the worst thing he could have 
done. He fntervened and pretended not, 
to be intervening; he deprecated blood- 
shed and anarchy and yet he would 
neither stop it himself, nor let any one 
else do so,” 

» Spectator declares joint action 
by other powers with the United 
States in Mexico is impossible and that 
the United States will have to act 
alone or sacrifice the Monroe doctrine. 
The article says it would prove rather 
an easy conquest for the United States 
but that conquest would be succeeded 
by. a demand for national independ- 


‘ence, accompanied by rebellion. The 


rebellion also would be suppressed, but 
it would be followed by annexation 
to the United States of northern states 
of Mexico and the independence of the 
remainder of the country under a 
treaty by which the Washington gov- 
ernment would control Mexico's for- 
eign relations. The Spectator thinks 
even this condition would not last 
long, and predicts that within fifty 
years one nation of 200,000,000 Eng- 
lish-speaking people will extend from 
the Canadian border to the Panama ca- 
nal, with the exception of British 
Honduras. 

In conclusion the article says: 

“In Spite of foolish American talk 
about English jealousy and so forth— 
talk so idiotic that one really cannot 
be expected to deny it—the bulk of 
public opinion here will be heartily 
with the United States in the work 
of restpring order in Mexico. If they 
do their job well on the spot—and if 
it is entrusted to Major Genéral Leon- 
ard Wood it certainly will be done 
well and wisely and in a truly liberal 
spirit—the English people will not 
m@rely be friendly in a diplomatie 
sense, but sincerely sympathetic. They 
will be proud of America’s successful 
Shouldering of this huge burden.”

OJINAGA STILL HELD

- Presidio, Texas, January 2.—After 
driving @ reaping cannon fire into the 
federal army at Ojinaga, Mexico, for 
four days, General Ortega’s rebel army 
today fell back, it was reported on the 
American side, to await the arrival of 
ammunition on the way from Chihua- 
hua. The almost impregnable position 
of the 4,000. federals enabled them to 
hold out against the superior numbers. 
Kach time the rebels charged they 
were compelled to fall back. 

Though they were flanked on three 
#ides, and the United States border 
patrol had prepared for a possible re- 
treat of their whole army to American 
territory, the federals fought persis- 
tently . 

it appeared that the rebels were 
drawing the federal fire merely to. ex- 
haust it. The plan of driving out the 
federal force by skirmishing was in 
line with the usual guerrilla tactics 
of the rebels, who seldom make an 
aggressive charge.

BETTER THAN MOB LAW. 

In 1911 the legislature placed upon the 
statute books of Georgia a law which makes 
it mandatory upon a judge to order a change 
of venue, where lynch law is threatened. 

In all human probability that law, ap- 
plied for the first time the other day, saved 
Jefferson county and Louisville, the county 
seat, from the blot of a triple lynching. It 
stands also as a signal-proof of what law 
can be made to accomplish as against the 
antithesis of law—mob violence. 

The public is more or less familiar with 


— | 


the details. 
Here were three negroes charged with 


the murder of a beloved and respected white 
woman. The crime was committed under 
revolting aspects. The negroes were rushed 
to Fulton county for safe-keeping. Senti- 
ment in Jefferson had reached that stage of 
vengeful recklessness where hotheads some- 
times brush aside ordinary legal restraints 
and take the law into fheir own hands. 

The first impulse had been to send these 
negroes back to Louisville for a trial under 
a strong military guard. The undesirability 
of that course was obvious. In the first 
place, there was no guarantee that there 
would not -have been serious friction be- 
tween a mob and the militia. In the second, 
it is an indictment upon any 
when it is necessary to hedge court trials

with bayonets. 

At this critical moment Judge Rawlins, 
of Jefferson superior court, upon conference 
with Governor Slaton, invoked for the, first 
time in its history the act of 1911 which 
requires a judge, without alternative, to 
change the venue of a cause when it ap- 
pears there is danger of lynching. He or- 
dered that the place of trial be transferred 
to Fulton county. 

The very next day his act was justified. 
A mob had gathered in Louisville in expec- 
tation that the negroes would be brought 
from Atlanta. Had the negroes’. been 
brought unattended soldiers 
every human probability that another lynch- 
ing would have been added to Georgia’s 
record. Had militia guarded them the trial 
would have been under strained and unnat- 
ural circumstances, with tension likely to 
break forth any moment in bloodshed. 

As it is, the negroes, having been duly 
indicted, will be given a fair trial in regular 
and swift order in Fulton county. The evi- 
dence seeming conclusive, it is virtually 
assured they will pay the penalty of their

America is admittedly the 
greatest reservoir of agricultural and manu- 
facturing activity in the world, measured 
from size, variety of resource and poten- 
tiality of output. This holding good, it fol- 


of human endeavor must follow the course 
of the largest demand for their services, the 
command of opportunity, the chance for 
joint and individual progress. 

New York is the metropolis of this great 
western reservoir. There it is that the 
forces for development concentrate. Under 
their steady and increasimg pressure the 
hoops that bind Manhattan aJready are be- 
ginning to stretch. Condense space as we 
will through multiplication of skyscrapers, 
there is a growing poverty of space. In- 
crease subways as we will, there still.grows 
a scarcity of transportation for the mighty 
armies on the firing line of the greatest port 
in the new world. 

As size and numbers drift to New York 
empire must drift to America.

IF WILHELM WOULD CONSENT, 


It begins to look as though the much- 
talked “naval holiday” originated by Win- 
ston Churchill, of England, depends very 
much at the last analysis upon the word of 
the German emperor. 

That is the significance of reports that 
come from ‘Berlin fast on the heels of the 
action of our own house of representatives 
in indorsing the idea by an overwhelming 
vote. Reliable German authorities state that 
the cessation of naval construction for a 
year, which is the substance of the Churchil] 
suggestion, would stand much more chance 
of encouragement from a neutral nation. like 
America, than from England with a finger in 
every old world pie. 

It will be remembered that the 
_haval truce idea first was suggested to Ger- 
many it met with cold, and even sarcastic 
scorn, the Germans being skeptical of any 
offer of a peace nature coming from Eng- 
land. But France and even Russia have 
manifested tentative interest in the pro- 
posal, and if the United States gives ap- 
proval the moral pressure upon Germany 
would be perceptibly increased. 

What a naval holiday of one year would 
mean to the world is difficult of exact com- 
putation. The sums the world now pours 
into the dreadnoughts that are so soon to go 
to the scrap-heap. would then be devoted to 
useful and constructive purposes. In the 
United States we could butic, or at least in- 
augurate, a good roads system with federal 
aid, improving our educational facilities and 
dealing a radical blow at our disgracefy] 
death rate. 

In the meantime none of the world’s 
powers would be the loser or at-a disaqd- 
vantage. If at the end of the truce the idea 
was found impractical, or if for reasons of 
expediency it had to be abandoned, the na- 
tions would resume naval construction pre- 
cisely where they left off. Their relative 
Standings would not be affected. Their sty- 
dents could keep pace with new ideas, and 
operations could again be started with no 
handicap save that which comes from a full 
treasury. 

Certain it is that whether through the 
naval holiday idea or some other, the world 
must soon begin to consider seriously the 
drain of armed peace. At the present rate 
of increase the nations will face bankruptcy. 
That can be the only ending to a madness 
for militarism which diminishes not with 
time, but which feeds upon every Vagrant 
rumor and latent hatred.

great reformer was not called into court, 
where he was compelled to submit to the 
questions of judge and jury, but instead he 
was hauled before the now famous Diet of 
Worms, in A. D. 1521 and 1522, where the 
ecclesiastics put him to the test on the 
charge of heresy. 

Luther was ordained 
day, May 2, 1507, and at 
ing at several places and writing books. It 
was these books on religion which had such 
an effect on the minds of the people that he 
was arrested and brought before the Diet 
of Worms. 

Luther entered Worms on the 16th of 
April at 10 o’clock in the morning, and was 
attended by a number of cavaliers. As the 
cart in which he rode passed the gates, the 
warden on the top of the wall blew a blast 
on his trumpet. 

The doctrines which 
gated had divided the country for and 
against him, but the princes of the empire 
stood by*the reformer, at least to the extent 
that they were going to he had fair 
play at his trial. The Diet sat in the bishop's 
palace and the following evening Luther 
appeared before them. The presence in which 
he found himself would have tried the nerves 
of the most Brave men. The emperor, stern- 
ly hostile, with his retinue of Spanish priests

If thy heart is right, and thy 
cause is good, go on in God's name. He will 
not forsake thee.’

Luther had collected himself and felt a 
renewed vigor. His old enemy Eck was 
this time the spokesman against him, and 
asked him what he intended to do. He said 
his writings were of three kinds—some were 
gospel truth which all admitted, and which 
he coyld not retract; were against 
Papal laws and customs which he claimed 
had tried the people’s consciences. If he re- 
tracted these he would cover himself with 
shame. In a third he haa attacked par- 
ticular persons and had been too violent. 
Even this he declined to retract simply, but 
would’ admit his fault if fault could be 
proved. 

Luther 
first in 
claimed he had 
the Diet he said: ‘Let 
points and he shall have 
the rest.”’ He asked for a plain ‘‘yes” 
from him, “without horns.” This taunt 
aroused Luther's blood. To this he re- 
plied: “I will give you an answer which has 
neither horns nor teeth. Prove to me out 
of Scriptures that I have erred and I will 
submit. Till then my conscience binds me. 
Here I stand. [ can do no more. God help 
me. Amen.” 

All day long the storm raged. Night 
fell and torches were lighted in the hall be- 
fore the sitting closed Luther was dismiss- 
ed, and it was supposed by all that he was 
to be placed in a dungeon. But the hearts 
of the members of the Diet had been touch- 
ed by the courage he had shown. They would 
not permit a hand to be laid on him. 

When Luther reached his lodgings he 
threw up his hands and cried out: “I am 
through. Iam through. If | had a thou- 
Sand heads to lose they would all be struck 
off one by one before I would retract.” The 
Same evening the Elector Frederick sent 
for him and told Luther he had done well 
and bravely. But though he had escaped 
so far, he was not acquitted. 

At the session the following day the 
Archbishop of ‘ravers told Luther that if 
he would acknowledge certain infallibilities 
he would not be punished, but Luther stood 
firm, and the elector ordered him hore until 
the Diet should decide upon his fate. A ma- 
jority of the ecounctls, ft was uow clear, 
would pronounce for his death. 

On his way back through the forest of 
Thuringia an armed force set upon him and 
carried him to Wartenburg Castle There 
he remained under the name of Ritter 
George, Who was supposed to be some cap- 
tive Knight. On the 8th of May the Edict 
of Worms was issued placing Luther under 
the ban of the empire, but he had become 
as vulnerable as the air, and the trial of 
Martin Luther had miscarried, that is so 
far as those who conspired against him were 
concerned.

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PELLAGRA CALISED 
BY BAD SEWERAGE 


This Probability Advanced 
at Hearing of Report of 
Thompson-McFadden Pel- 
lagra Commission. 


That pellagra infection is not the re- 
sult of malnutrition through eating 
bad corn meal, as has been generally 
afvanced as the correct theory, but in 
great probability results from bad 
sewerage, was brought out at the 
hearing of the report of the Thompson- 
McFadden pellagra commission, before 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science Friday after- 
noon. 

It was also shown that while, on 
account of the warm climate, pellagra 
occurs with frequency in the south, it 
is a universal disease, occurring in 
practically all the states of the union, 
in Canada, in England, in Italy, in the 
Hawaiian islands and Australia. 

The probability that there is a con- 
nection between pellagra infection and 
bad sewerage was brought out by Dr. 
W. J. MacNeal, his report being based 


upon experiments and observations in 
and around spartanburg, S&S. C. 
Data Secured by Canvass. 

Information concerning the age and 
sex, occupations, 
@eneral dietary habits and concerning 
the exisience of pellagra was obtained 
upon about five thousand pe 
house-to-house canvass of six cotton 
mill villages. 
carried out in one rural district of four 
square miles in which several cases ,of 
pellagra had occurred. Many other 
communities were studied in less de- 
tail. 
The report showed there was no defi- 
nite relation observed between the oc- 
currences of pellagra and the use of 
any particular foods. New cases de- 
veloped for the most part in the imme- 
diate vicinity of old cases or after close 
association with them. In districts 
completely equipped with water car- 


riage systems of sewage disposal were, 


found pellagrins who had acquired the 
disease before moving to these dis- 
tricts. Cases apparently originating 
in these sewered districts were extreme- 
ly rare, and their origin there some- 
what doubtful.

Valdosta, Ga., January 2.—(Special.) 
The Valdosta Chamber of Commerce is 
arranging for a “county improvement 
dinner,’ to be given at an early date, 
(on which occasion will be launched a 
campaign for the settling up and de- 
velopment of the approximately 200,000 
acres of undeveloped lands in Lowndes 
county.

WORLD'S COTTON TRADE 


Government Expert Will Ad- 
dress Cotion Men at Cham- 


ber of Commerce. iy 

Members of the Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ association of Georgia and lo- 
cal cotton men will meet Ralph M. 
Odell, commercial agent of the depart- 
ment of comerce, at 11 o'clock today in 
the chamber of commerce rooms, where 
Mr. Odell will display over 30 sam- 
ples @f the cotton goods of all varie- 
ties that arw exported to the natives of 
Egypt, the Sudan, Arabia, Syria and 
various points in Africa. 

The annual cotton goods exports of 
the world amount now to over $1,000,- 
000,000. Of this, Great Britain gets 
$600,000,000, while the United States, 
the home of cetton, gets only $53,000,- 
000, and five years ago got scarcely 
$25,000,000. To investigate the de- 
mand of the foreigin markets the de- 
partmest of commerce has sent prac- 
tical cotton men into the world mar- 
kests. Mr. Odell is one of these 
agents, whose duty it is to represent 
United States cotton manufacturers 
up to the point of selling. 

Likes of the Natives. 

He will tell the cotton men at the 
meeting the :@ality of goods that the 
native of this and that country like. 
Various samples of bleached and un- 
bleached white goods. and of various 
colored goods are included in the dis- 
Play, so-that the southern manufac- 
turer can see exactly what the for- 
eign market demands. If he has sim- 
ilar goods in his product, he knows 
what to send, or if he cares for the 
foreign trade, he can manufacture the 
class of goods to which the users are 
accustomed. 

With his samples Mr. Odell carries 


tries—houses that have been recom- 
mended to him as reputable and suc- 
cessful. 

Figures on the area and population 
of the various countries where other 
nations of the world are reaping a rich 
harvest are also furnished to the 
American manufacturer. 

Prices on the various goods are also 
told by the government expert, as 
well as interesting and necessary de- 
tails as to matters of trading and for- 
eign customs in reagrd to credit and 
shipments. 

At the same time the government hag 
another cotton goods expert investi- 
gating in China and Manchuria on the 
same lines as Mr. Odell has done in 
Africa and Arabia. Another expert 
is studying the canned goods trade in 
South America, and another is studying 
the coke %y-products in Europe. 


Interesting Personality. 


While Mr. Odell is full of facts and 
figures on foreign markets and traders 
and final consumers, he can also spin 
an interesting yarn on native fidio- 
syncrasies and methods of travel, and 
also the way in which certain foreign 
manufacturers seek to induce the na- 
tive to purchase their goods. 

He is highly enthusiastic on the 
value of foreign markets to American 
firms, and is working to put the Amer- 
icans in a position where they can con- 
sistently seek foreign markets and 
supply them from year to year. 

Following the display of samples of 
goods used in Africa and the talk on 
trade conditions, Mr. Odell will be en- 
tertained at a luncheon at the Pied- 
niont hotel by the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. From Atlanta he will visit 
Memphis, Nashville and 
southern cities, and will then 
tour the New England states. 

He is a southern man, having been 
born and reared in North Carolina. 
where he was a practical cotton goods 
manufacturer before he obtained the 
government appointment.

'VIGOROUS FIRHT BEGUN 
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ON COMMISSION'S RULE 


Order No. 14 Void and Not 
Applicable to Mileage Con- 
troversy, Declares Central. 


With the filing of the answer of the 
entral of Georgia Railway company 
yesterday to the rule nisi served upon 
all the railroads in the state by the 
railroad commission citing them to 
cause before the commission on 
their withdrawal of 
interchangeable mileage is not a vio- 
lation of General Order No. 14, it is 
evident that the railroads are going to 
make a vigorous defense of their ac- 
tion in the matter. 

The other railroads are expected to 
file answers similartothatof the Cen- 
tral within the next day or two. Gen- 
eral. Order No. 14 provides that no rate, 
service, privilege or facility “afforded 
by a public service corporation, wheth- 
er voluntary, contractual or imposed 
by order of the commission, can be 
withdrawn by the corporation without 
the express consent of the commission. 

Railroads’ Position Stated. 

The Central contends that General 
Order No. 14 is not applicable and that 
the withdrawal of the privileges here- 
tofore granted by it as to honoring 
such mileage does not violate the or- 
der. The reasons offered for this con- 
tention are as follows: 

1, Because mileage books were only hon- 
ored by it on the express contractual con- 
dition that they were to be exchanged for 
tickets. Tho order of the commission, it is 
contended, required that coupons be ac- 
cepted on trains, and, therefore, destroyed 
the contractual privilege granted—that it 
was in @ffect prohibited from continuing the 
privilege as granted: that the condition 
upon which the privilee wes granted being 
prohibited, the privilege itself was there- 
by extinguished; that the privilege of pur- 
chasing interchangeable mileage books with 
the right to present coupons therefrom for 
train passage was never granted by the Cen- 
tral, and hence General Order No. 14 has 
not been violated. 

2. That the commission cannot require it 


to continue a concession granted with con- 
ditions, after the conditions have been 
stricken by the commission. 

3. That interchangeable mileage books 
were issued and used by virtue of a joint 
contract between a large number of car- 
riers, and not in compliance with any legal 
duty; that such a contract was volluntary on 
the part of the carriers and that the parties 
thereto. have the right to withdraw from 
the same and the commission cannot com- 
pel them to continue parties thereto. 

4. That the interchangeable books were 
sold to travelers only who contracted for 
them, one term of the contract with the 
traveler being that they were only to be ex- 
that when this term 
of the contract was destroyed by the com- 
mission, the obligation of the carrier under 
the contract was ended, and the carrier has 
the right to refuse to enter into another 
and a different contract. 

The Central further declares that 
General Order No. 14 is in itself void 
and veyond the power of the commis- 
sion to pass, and that it is also un- 
eonstitutiona. in regard both to the 
state and fedéral constitutions, 

While this fight {!s being waged, 
the appeal on the _ injunction  pro- 
ceedings as to the order requiring the 
mileage sold by each road to be pulled 
on its own trains, will be perfected and 
will eventually reach the supreme 
the United States.

Of. the 1,077 cases handled, Mr. Coo- 
gler states that 460 have been dis- 
posed of. IF’rom the recorder’s court 
cases of 1912, the court has handled 
275 class A cases with the following 
results: One . hundred and thirty- 
eight made good; eighty-five were re- 
arrested; thirty-five were lost sight of; 
three reconciliations were effected, 
and fourteen were continued to 1914. 

Record of Cases. 

Continuing, Mr. Coogler says: 

“We have disposed of 185-cases in 
class B, of 1912 (outsidce of court) ag 
follows: Neglect, no further complaint 
from 36: from three we got no results; 
one was prosecuted in the recorder’s 
court: one was falsely accused. 

“Maltreatment, no further complain 
from nine; and two were prosecuted 
in the recorder’s court. Idling and 
loitering, no further complaint from 
fifteen: two left the city; five we fail- 
ed to locate; no results from one, and | 
one was prosecuted in che recorder’s 
court. Abandonment, no further com- 
plaint from fifty-eight; one was set- 
tled in the superior court; no results 
from one; five were never located; 
three left the city, and six were prose- 
cuted in the recorder’s court. Drunk- 
enness, we had no further complaint 
from fifteen: three were never located. 
Larceny, had no further ¢omplaint 
from one. Disorderly conduct, we 
had no furtner compiaint from seven. 
Appeals, had no further complaint from 
two: one was killed by wife. 
“Wayward boys, had no further com- 
plaint from four. Larceny after trust, 
one prosecuted in the state courts. 
Lewd women, one‘made good, one was 
prosecuted in the recorder’s court. To- 


tal, 185. 

“Cases handled in 1913 as follows: 
From recorder’s court (class A), 380. 
Cases reported and handled outside of 
court (class B), 277. Total in both 
Classes, 657. We cannot arrive at the 
estimation as to the results of the 
cases, for they are to be dealt with 
in 1914, when the results can be ob- 
tained.”

FRE SCARE CAUSES 
PROTEST OF ORPHANS 


Fatherless Boys Fight Blaze, 
Penned Up on Third Floor | 
Without Fire Escape. 
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As the result of a small fire several 
days ago which threatened the lives 
of the orphan boys and girls in the 
Southern Christian home, at 299 Lee 
street, in West End, a “protest” was 
filed by the orphans at a meeting of 
the board of direetors, held Friday 


evening at the home. 

“We want a fire escape, and we want 
it right away,’ was the.unique appeal 
made by the orphans. Details of the 
fire, which leaked out Friday night 
for the first time, revealed the fact 
that more than a score of the orphan 
boys were caught up on the third floor 
at the time the blaze broke out and 
would nave been cremated alive, in 
all probability, if the flames had not 
been extinguished. 

The third floor of the home, where 
the fire occurred, has only one means 
of escape—a narrow stairway, entire- 
ly surrounded with woodwork. If the 
fire had proved serious it would have 
swept through this narrow stairway 
the first thing, and with no fire es- 
cape to the house the twenty or more 
boys on the top floor would have 
been trapped.. The boys fought the 
blaze themselves, however, screaming 
for the matron at the same time, and 
within about five minutes the pile of 
old.clothes which had become ignited 
had been trampled upon till the flames 
were extinguished. 

The board passed resolutions ap- 
pointing a committee to take up the 
matter of the orphans’ protest with 
the owners of the building, the home 
— being rented by the organiza- 

on. 

A feature of the meeting was the 
Playing of one of the orphan girls on 
the piano which was presented as a 
Christmas present to the home by 
Ludden & Bates. The piano has a 
splendid tone and has completely won 
the hearts of the orphans. Resolutions 
of thanks to the company were adopt- 
ed by the board. A rising vote of 
thanks was also given by the board 
to J. ©. Gentry, the treasurer, under | 
whose management the home has been | 
placed on good financial footing during 
the past year.

~ COTTON MARKET 


SHOWS DECLINE: 


Rumors of Bearish Ginning 


Returns and Unfavorable 
Developments in Retail 
Trade the Cause. 


New York, January 2.—The cotton 
market sold back to within a few 
points of the low prices reached on 
the break of a week ago last Monday 
during today’s trading. Rumors of 
bearish ginning returns, rather less 
favorable week-end figures and talk of 
further unfavorable developments in 
retail trade circles seemed to be the 
chief factors on ‘the decline, which 
carried May contracts off to 12.02, or 
about 38 points under the best price 
touched on the recent rally. Covering 
caused bulges of 4 or 5 points in the 
late trading, and the close was steady 
at a net decline of 11 to 19 points. 

Cables were a shade better than due, 
and the market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 2 
points. The reviews printed by vari- 
ous trade papers read rather more op- 
‘timistically than otherwise, as to gen- 
eral trade conditions, but it soon de- 
' veloped that there were very few buy- 
ers around the local ring and prices 
turned easier shortly after the call. 
The «<rculation of a few January no- 
tices was followed by some further 
scattering liquidation, and while the 
sales of January were well taken, buy- 
ers of that position appeared to be 
selling later deliveries. 

‘here was also considerable sell- 
ing of spring and summer months, 
which seemed to be against purchases 
in Liverpool, and as prices worked 
lower, offerings from local or southern 
sources became rather more urgent. 
January was relatively steady, selling 
only 12 points net lower, while later 
deliveries broke to a net loss of from 
19 to 22 points following rumors that 
returis to one of the southern statis- 
tical bureau. indicated a ginning of 
a little over 50,000 bales for the second 
period in December. 

The pressure became less aggres- 
sive at the decline, but the late rally 
was attribu.ced to covering of shorts, 
and at no time during the day was 
there much talk of trade buying.

Stead- 
iness displayed in the earty trading was 
soon lost and the undertone became easy 
Even the crop yet to be planted shared in 
the weakness, October closing at a net 
lose for the day of 15 points. Short sell- 
ing of the distant months was based on the 
belief that developments in the near future 
would point to a large acreage this spring.

FIRST WOMAN TO HEAD 
NEW YORK DEPARTMENT 


New York, January 2.—Among the 
appointees of Mayor John  Purroy 
Mitchel, who took the oath of office 
yesterday, was Miss Katherine Bement 
Davis, first woman to become head of 
a New York city department. Dr. 
Davis, after her induction into office 
as commissioner of corrections, was 
guest at a New Year's tea of the wom- 
an suffrage party at its headquartars, 
where she showed that a woman pub- 
lic official can refrain from talking 
about her plans. However, she let it 
be known that she proposed to toler- 
ate nothing inhuman in the treatment 
of prisoners and that she would help 
any proper inquiry into the conduct of 
city prisons. " 

“I know that many of the city’s 
jails are overcrowded,” Miss Davis 
said. “I know ‘doubling up’ exists and 
is a source of serious evils. But you 
must remember that wardens must 
receive the prisoners sent to them.” 

Dr. Davis declared she did not want 
the fact that she is a woman to aid 
her in accomplishing reforms or in ob- 
taining concessions from the city gov- 
ernment for her department. 

At the suffrage tea Dr. Davis was 
claimed as a suffragist and she admit- 
ted that she sympathized with the 
movement. Her mother believed in 
suffrage, she explained, and her grand- 
mother was a member of the pioneer 
group of  suffragists' that included 
Mlizabeth Cady Stanton and others. Dr. 
Davis is not a radical. She has no faith 
in the minimum wage as a panacea for 
the social evil. 


RADIUM CONSERVATION 
IS STRONGLY APPROVED 


Washington, January 2.—The pro- 
posal of Secretary Lane to withdraw 
all lands ef the public doman believed 
to contain radium in the interest of 
the public good meets with the hearty 
approv.1 of Dr. George Otis Smith, di- 
rector of the federal geological sur- 
vey. 

“Secretary Lane’s proposal for legis- 
lation,” says Dr. Smith in a statement 
issued today, “is in line with congres- 
sional lezislation of the last three 
years in authorizing executive ¢ontrol 
of the nation’s most essential resources, 
and it is a recognition that radium has 
become ane of the mineral resources 
whose real value. is not measured by 
its rarity, but by its vital usefulness 
to mankind.

Acted—Tax ‘Books Open 
on February 1. 


Although the tax revision act, passed 
by the last iegislature, requires that a 
board of tax assessors shall be ap-| 
pointed in each counay and that their) 
terms shall begin on January 1, 1914, 
it is said that assessors have not yet, 
been appoitned in more than 50 per'| 
counties in the state. 

The delay of the officials charged ' 
with the appointment of county asses- | 
sors need not affect the operation of 
the law, however, as their duties will 
not begin utnil after the tax receivers) 
of the various counties have closed 
their books for the year, which will not 
be until May 1. , 

The law creates a board of three tax 
assessors in each county, Who are se- 
lected by the county board of commis- 
sioners in such countiés as have 
boards, and by the ordinaries in coun- 
ties whjch have no such boards. This | 
vear they are to be appointed, one for! 
two, one for four and one for six-year | 
terms, but those selected hereafter will! 
all serve for six years. They must: 
be freehoiders and residents of the. 
counties for which they are appointed. | 

It is known that Judge John C. Hart, | 
sfate tax commissioner, is generally | 
well pleased with the character of as-| 
sessors that have been chosen, so far| 
as thelr character has come to his: 
knowledge, and he anticipates little or 
no friction in th» operation of the law. 

Tax Books Opeu Feruary 1. 


In view of the going into effect of 
the new law withthe opening of the 
year, taxpayers will generally be in-/} 
terested in knowing in what respect 
the act differs from the old system. | 

This year. the tax receivers through- | 
out the state will open their books on 
February 1, instead of April 1, as here- 
tofore, and will close them on May 1, | 
instead of June 30. Taxpayers will, as! 
heretofore, make their returns to the 
tax receivers of all property owned by 
them on the first of the year. 

Within ten days after May 1, when 
the books shall close, the tax receivers 
shall turn over their books to the as- 
sessors of their respective counties to 
be revised an@® equalized. If a tax- 
dissatisfied with the correc- 
tions mace by the board, he may, with- 
in ten days, in the case of residents of 
the county. and twenty days, in the 
case of non-residents, demand an arbi- 
tration of the board’s decision. Three 
arbitrators shall be appointed, one by 
the’ assessors, one by the dissatisfied 
taxpyarer and a third by the arbitra- 
torg themselves, all of whom shafl be 
freeholaers of the county. 

Revision Completed July 1. 


The county boards of tax assessors 
are required to complete their revision 
and assessment of the returrfts by July 
1, immediately after which~ the tax 
receivers are required to forward the 
completed digests to the comptroller 
general for examinatton and approval 
by the state tax commissioner. 

It will be the duty of the state tax 
commissioner then to go over the dl- 
gests and to equalize the returns from 
the respective counties. He will then 
send them back to the cougty boards 
for correction, but he has no authority 
to interfere with the returns of indi- 
vidual taxpayers. Arbitration of dif-

New York, January 2.—European 
feather markets have been demoralized 
by the exclusion of wild bird plumage 
from this country, according to W. T.

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Morgan Company’s Plans 
to Get in Line Known for 
Some Time to Administra- 
tion Officials.

Washington, January 2.—Adminis- 
tration officials here have known for 
some days that a movement was on 
foot to separate the Morgan house from 
some of its larger directorates, and, 
as expressed by one familiar with 
their affairs, to get in line with the 
wishes of the people and the spirit 
of the times as set forth by the presi- 


dent. 

This information was highly gratli- 
but in the 
absence of President Wilson it was not 
known whether the prospective move- 
ment had been made known to him. 
It is viewed as important in being the 
first practical step on a ‘colossal scale 
to adopt th» spirit of the movement 
against so-called interlocking directo- 
rates, and also as affecting a number 
of properties in which ~.vernment ac- 
tion for dissolution is pending- 

Legislation Won’t Stop. ‘. 


.There was a general impression that 
while the action was a step in the 
right direction, it did not signalize the 
break-up of the so-called money trust. 

Lawyers who followed the course of 
the money trust intestigation by the 
house committee pointed out that the 
connections severed for the most part 
were with railroads. So far as these 
officials could see from the informa- 
tion at hand the relations between 
some of the big financial institutions 
in New York ‘have not been broken, 
though this might follow. 

Representative Lindbergh, of Minne- 
gota, author of a bill to prohibit inter- 
locking directorates, said tonight: 

“T doubt if the action of Morgan & 
Co. wil] have any effect on legislation. 
lt is in line with the evident purpose 
of big business to try to meet the de- 
mands of the people and is in antici- 
pation of legislation.” 

Attacked by Probers. 

J. P. Morgan & Co.’s participation 
in the control of many corporations 
and the presence of members of the 
firm upon the boards of directors of 
many industrial concerns and powerful 
financial institutions in New York and 
elsewhere was one of the principal 
points of attack by the _ so-called 
money trust investigation. 

The voting trusts of the Guaranty 
Trust company and the Bankers’ Trust 
Company of New York, of which mem- 
bers of the! Morgan firm were mem- 
bers, was scored in the money trust 
report, and membership upon many 
other boards by individuals of the 
firm was characterized by the inves- 
tigating committee as_one of the evi- 
dences of the so-called “money trust.” 

As a result of the inquirv several 
bills aimed at interlocking directorates 
were framed and the senate committee, 
which conducted an extended investi-: 
gation of the trust situation upon its 
own account, considered bills which 
included inhibitions against interlock- 
ing directorates, 

Several bills now pending, which will 
serve as a partial groundwork for the 
projected trust legislation, contain pro- 
visions -vainst the so-ealled “inter- 
locking control” of corporations. Sec- 
retary’ Redfield, of the department of 
commerce, in his annual report, recom- 
mended legislation against it. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s views upon that phase 
of the question, according to well in- 
formed officials, were expressed in the 
recent arrangement by which. the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
companv gave up its relations with 
the Western Union. It is gfenerally 
understood that the president’s views 
were communicated in a measure to 
“big business” through Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds.

Secretary Daniels Inaugurates’ Differs From Whitacre, Who 


New Policy for Develop- 
ment of Air Craft. . 


Washington, January 2.—A new and 
progressive policy for the develop- 
thent of the aeroplane as a naval ad- 
junct was inaugurated today by the 
navy department and Secretary. Dan- 
iels announced that hereafter air craft 
would form a large part of the naval 
force of the United States. 

Captain Mark L. Bristol was as- 
signed to have charge of the study 
and delevolpment of this branch of the 
service. Captain W. I. Chambers, 
though retired, will continue the work 
he began in the adaptation of the aero- 
plane to naval uses-in. the form of 
the hydro-aeroplane. 

Secretary Laniels has approved the 
findings of a special naval board that 
Pensacola, Fla. is the best location 
for a naval aeronautical center, and 
has decided to make the flying school 
about to be established there a per- 
manent institution. Lieutenant Com- 
mander H, ©. Mustin has been assign- 
c t~ special aeronautical duty . on 
board the battleship Mississippi, 
which wtil be stationed at Pensacola, 
for experimental purposes. 

There will be systematic experi- 
ments on 2 large- seale with aero- 
planes, “he secreary said; private de- 
signers will be assisted financial- 
ly in efforts to produce the best 
form of air craft; the training of the 
personnel will be taken up, and the 
question of the purchase of dirigibles 
soon will be passed upon.
